Annual Report of F. L. Houghton, Secretary 


For Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 


Historical 


HIS is the Forty-second Annual Meeting and the 57th 
[ zathering of the sort held in America. The first 

gathering was in 1870, and antedates the organization 
of the first breeders’ association in Friesland, Holland, by 
eight years. All of the meetings of the first American 
Association were held in Boston, Massachusetts, up to 
1880, when Syracuse, N. Y., had the honor, and it marked 
the incorporation of the Association under a _ special 
Charter by the Legislature of New York, granted May 27, 
1880, and with the title “The Holstein Breeders Associa- 
tion of America.” Its membership then included 86. Five 
of the New England states furnished 22 of these, Massa- 
chusetts leading with 13. New York led with 34 followed 
by Michigan with 6, Illinois 5, Pennsylvania 4, Iowa, Ver- 
mont, Connecticut, Ohio and New Jersey 3 each, Virginia 
and Rhode Island 2 each, and Minnesota, Nebraska, Maine, 
California and Kentucky 1 each. 


Today, 47 years after, New England has 1,854 members, 
of whom 526 reside in Massachusetts, and the total mem- 
bership in all states reaches 27,183, leading all cattle 
breeders’ associations of the world. 

Of the original charter members of 1880, Edgar Huide- 
koper of Meadville, Pa., George E. Brown of Aurora, IIL, 
James Neilson of New Brunswick, N. J., William H. Gifford 
of Syracuse, N. Y., and Gerrit S. Miller of Peterboro, N. Y., 
still survive and maintain their interest in the breed. 

The last previous meeting in Massachusetts was, as 
many of you will recall, held at Worchester, Massachu- 
setts, in 1917, when over 4,200 members were represented 
and 234 were personally present. Several notable patri- 
otic demonstrations occurred at that meeting. One 
thousand dollars was contributed to the Red Cross. One 
thousand dollars was contributed to a testimonial to the 
late W. D. Hoard of Wisconsin, a bronze statue of whom, 
located upon the grounds of the State University at Madi- 
son, is a fitting recognition of his work for the dairymen 
and almost the first public recognition of an individual 
for achievements in agriculture. A subscription of $100,- 
000 for Liberty Bonds was a substantial evidence of 
patriotism made possible by the successful conduct of 
your organization. President Aitken in his opening 
address well said: 

“With the rapid accession to the ranks of our breeders 
which is now taking place, the necessity for a correct 
conception of what a pure bred Holstein should be is of 
increasing importance. More or less experience in view- 
ing and handling seems necessary, for there are many 
persons who find difficulty in visualizing the true type 
from merely reading the Scale of Points.” 

Thus began the pioneer work of education of breeders 
in that direction which culminated in a practical way with 
the creation of the true type models in 1922. 

New England or particularly Massachusetts occupies 
a leading place in the history of the Holstein-Friesian 


1926 


breed. It was first to recognize the importance of rec- 
ords of purity of breeding and thus a few pioneers, in- 
cluding such farseeing New England men as Winthrop 
W. Chenery, William A. Russell, Gen. Wm. S. Tilton, C. 
C. Walworth, Thomas B. Wales, Jr., and Charles Hough- 
ton, all of whom have long passed to the great beyond, 
establishing the first herdbook upon the breed and pro- 
vided for its development in a scientific way; although 
European handlers of these cattle had asserted an in- 
heritance of 2,000 years of breeding, it was left to America 
to put the breed upon a certain and practical basis. 

New England also gave to the breed many other valu- 
able and practical features greatly contributing to the 
success attained, not the least of which was the Blue 
Book, containing the systematically arranged digest of the 
results of Advanced Registry, and shedding a light upon 
successful lines of blood hitherto but slightly known and 
unavailable to a breeder seeking improvement. 

New England has for forty-two years of the existence 
of the Association been the location of your principal 
executive offices. It has furnished methods of registra- 
tion and keeping of records which have afforded to similar 
organizations in all parts of the world precedents that 
have been almost universally adopted. 

New England gave the breed and the world ‘at large 
its first regular publication or newspaper and that, too, 
when publicity was the factor most vital to its progress 
and standing in popular favor. 

New England also gave to the breed, and established 
the idea of breed publicity, the first literary bureau in 
cattle industry with persistent and regular exploitation of 
the achievements in production of its cattle. 

Thus has your Association been a pioneer and a great 
contributor to the animal industry of the world. 


Administration 


The year 1921 was the peak of registration for this and 
other dairy breed associations. There were 127,850 pedi- 
grees added to our Herdbook that year and 128,615 trans- 
fers of ownership recorded, with a total] income from the 
Secretary’s office of $461,045.37. 

Today after six years of troubles and depression re- 
sulting from World-war conditions and unprecedented 
aftermath we are able to report a registration of 111,088 
pedigrees and 90,700 transfers; a total income from the 
Secretary’s office of $430,969.73 and an accession to our 
membership of 1,542. These figures of registration, as 
heretofore, exceed the combined results of all other dairy 
breeds. Nearly 1,000 new herds of Holsteins have been 
established. 

We are to be congratulated upon these facts and may 
have renewed confidence and great pride in the wide- 
spread interest in the breed, as well as the manifest im- 
provement in its type and magnificent achievements in 
authenticated production for all periods from a single

ACK in 1889 when Julius Rust, one of Wisconsin’s 
B pioneer Holstein breeders, selected the name, 
“Duchess Ormsby,” for one of his heifer calves, he 
probably had no idea what a monument he was erecting 
to the memory of an old family retainer by the name of 
Ormsby, in whose honor, so tradition informs us, the first 
of the Ormsbys, was named. Mr. Rust could hardly have 
foreseen that within a quarter of a century “Ormsby” 
would have become a Holstein by-word, to grow in im- 
portance and power during the coming years. Little did 
he dream of a Holstein boom period some thirty years 
after the birth of Duchess Ormsby, when almost any ani- 
mal of Ormsby breeding would sell for a four-figure price 
in public sale and that dozens of Ormsby bulls would sell 
for from $10,000 to $50,000. History also records that in 
the dark days of the deflation period following the boom, 
it was the sale of a great Ormsby herd that marked the 
turning point in Holstein history from depression and 
hard times upward toward better prices and prosperity. 
As early as 1910, and possibly earlier, descendants of 
Duchess Ormsby began winning blue ribbons at leading 
State Fairs in the Middle West and on the Pacific Coast. 
In 1911, an Ormsby heifer, owned by John B. Irwin, was 
Junior Champion at the National Dairy Show. In 1912, a 
show herd built on Ormsby blood, owned by John L. 
Smith, was the sensation of the leading shows of the Pa- 
cific Northwest, then came east to Waterloo and the Na- 
tional, where it was almost equally outstanding, an 
Ormsby heifer from this herd winning Grand Champion- 
ship at the National. In 1913 and 1914, a show herd 
owned by E. C. Schroeder and made up largely of Orms- 
bys, won top honors over the strongest circuit that had 
ever been made by a Holstein herd up to that time, an 
Ormsby bull taking First Get of Sire at the National both 
years as a crowning achievement. In 1915, on account of 
the foot and mouth epidemic, the only important show of 
the year was the Panama-Pacific International Exposition, 
at which both Grand Champions were Ormsbys. In 1916, 
an Ormsby bull owned by Messer Farms Co., was the out- 
standing two-year-old of the year, winning first at the 
National, Waterloo and a long list of State Fairs, the 
same bull and his get also making a good showing on a 
strong circuit the following year.. Among other Ormsby 
successes of 1917, we might mention that at the Minne- 
sota State Fair five of the six first prize bulls were of 
Ormsby breeding. One of the most successful show herds 
of 1918 was the Cass Farms herd, headed by a descendant 
of Duchess Ormsby. This bull was first prize three-year- 
old at the National and he and his get were prominent 
winners at other leading shows. A show string from the 
same herd and headed by the same bull, also made a fine 
showing in 1920. The Maxwell Farms show string of 1919, 
contained several great prize winning Ormsbys, one of 
which was undefeated junior champion heifer at the Na- 
tional, Waterloo and five or six of the best State Fair 
shows of the Middle West. For three years, 1919, 1920 
and 1921, offspring of an Ormsby bull won First Get 
of Sire at Waterloo. In 1921 and every year thereafter, 
Hargrove & Arnold have had a K. P. O. P. show herd on 
the ‘road—made up entirely of Ormsbys—which has made 
a showing year after year that we believe has never been 
equalled by any other breeder showing entirely one line 
of breeding. 

This brings us up to 1922, at which time the World All- 
American selections began. During the five years, 1922 to 
1926, 33 descendants of Duchess Ormsby have been 
chosen All-American and seven of the ten All-American 
groups have been made up entirely of her descendants. 

The above is not intended to be an exhaustive study of 
the show ring winnings of the Ormsbys, but simply gives 
a very few of the high lights of Ormsby winnings each 
year, from which may be obtained a general idea of the 
type of this family. 

As to Ormsby production, the following statements 
summarize in a general way some of the more important 
achievements of the family. The first 1,500-lb. cow in the 
world of any breed was an Ormsby. Two of the three 
1,500-lb. cows that have been developed in the United 
States are Ormsbys. Twenty per cent of the 1,000-lb. fat

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producers of the breed in the United States are Ormsh ys. 
The three leading sires of the breed for 1,000-lb. dig 
ters are Ormsbys. Six of the seven class leaders in the 
365-day division in the United States are Ormsbys, 
Twelve of the fifty-five 40-lb. cows are Ormsbys. Three 
of the five 40-lb. cows brought out during the past year 
were Ormsbys. 

As stated above, the Ormsbys originated in Wisconsin, 


but many other states, particularly Minnesota, Iowa, New _ 


York and Delaware, have played an important part in the 
development of the family. In the space at our dispogaj 
it will not be possible to go into detail as much ag we 
would like, but we cannot fail to give credit to John B. 
Irwin and E. C. Schroeder of Minnesota, John Erickson of 
Wisconsin, R. B. Young, “Uncle Dave” Maxwell and Har- 
grove & Arnold of Iowa, Beaver Dam Stock Farm of New 
York and Winterthur Farms of Delaware. Many other 
breeders all over the country, building mostly on the 
blood of animals purchased from one or more of the above 
mentioned breeders, are also doing constructive work with 
Ormsbys. 
The Work of Pietertje Maid Ormsby 

The blood of Duchess Ormsby was carried on largely 
through her two sons, Duchess Ormsby Piebe Burke and 
Duchess Ormsby Butter King, and through her maternal 
grandson, Sir Ormsby Hengerveld De Kol, a son of 
Duchess Ormsby 2d. Practically ali of her descendants 
that have won enduring fame, trace to her through one of 
these three sires. Of them all, Sir Ormsby Hengerveld 
De Kol had by far the greatest influence on the breed. 
He was bred in Wisconsin but was purchased by Mr, 
Irwin together with several of his daughters and it was 
in the Irwin herd that he made his reputation. He has 
69 A. R. daughters, six with records above 30 Ibs. and 
with year records up to 1,077 lbs. He also has 33 proven 
sons, perhaps the most famous of which ts Sir Ormsby 
Skylark, who is sire of the first 1,500-lb. cow, Duchess 
Skylark Ormsby and other great producers. 

His most famous daughter is Pietertje Maid Ormsby, 
who because of the important branch of the Ormsby 
family which she founded; is often referred to as “Mother 
Ormsby.” In the Irwin herd she made the second highest 
seven-day record of her day—35.56 lbs.—and broke the 
world’s thirty-day record with a production of 145.66 Ibs. 
She has made a number of year records up to 759 Ibs. 
Her picture appears on our front cover this week and 
gives some idea of her wonderful type and capacity. Many 
authorities consider her to have been about as great a 
foundation cow in very respect as ever lived. 

The best daughter of Pietertje Maid Ormsby was Miss 
Korndyke Maid Ormsby, whose year record of 1,255.63 
lbs. butter was made with an average test of 3.95% for 
the year. The latter is dam of a 34-lb. four-year-old with 
a 1,089-lb. year record and is dam also of that good trans- 
mitting sire, King Korndyke Colantha Ormsby, who was in 
service in the Irwin herd during his lifetime. 

But it is through her sons that Pietertje Maid ormetll 
is best known. She is the only cow to have four different 
sons that have sired 1,000-Ilb. daughters. One of her sons 
and two of her grandsons are the breed’s three leading 
sires of 1,000-lb. daughters, the three having together pro 
duced fifty daughters above the 1,000-lb. mark. Her son, 
Sir Pietertjie Ormsby Mercedes, the bull on whose biood 
the E. C. Schroeder herd was built, has sixteen 1,000-Ib. 
daughters and is the only sire of any breed to have four 
daughters with records above 1,000 lbs. fat. His daugh- 
ters ‘include Bess Johanna Ormsby, the oniy four-times 
40-lb. cow, who has four 305-day records averaging over 
1,000 Ibs. and a year record of 1,497 lbs.; Queen Piebe 
Mercedes, champion of the breed as a junior four-year-old 
with 1,389.45 lbs. butter, her record having stood at the 
top of the list for about eleven years; Glen Canary De 
Kol 2d, the second junior four-year-old to make over 1,300 
ibs. butter, and two others above 1,200 lbs.

Holstein industry was-~ an- 
nounced last week in the sale of a 
half interest in the two famous proven 
sires; King Piebe and Triune Ormsby 
Piebe, by Hargrove & Arnold, Nor- 
walk, Iowa to Fredmar Farms, St. 
Louis, Mo., owned by Mr. F. W. E. 
Vesper, one of the directors of the 
National Association. These are the 
two most. famous sons of King Piet- 
ertje Ormsby Piebe,. whose combined 
show and production record has never 
been equalled, and were retained to 
succeed him in the Hargrove & Ar- 
nold herd. That they have justified 
the confidence their. breeders and 
owners have placed in them is- evi- 
dent from the records they have 
made as sires of prize winning type 
and record breaking production. Each 
of them has sired one or more All- 
American show ring winners, and 
each of them has sired one or more 
class leaders for production. The 
story of the work of King Piebe was 
given in some detail in our issue of 
April 30, and the picture of one of 
his record breaking daughters graced 
the cover of that number. It will be 
recalled that his dam, Rose De Kol 
Wayne Butter Boy, with over 1,200 
Ibs. butter in her best year, is the 
breed champion for her first five lac- 
tations, incidentally showing better 
than a 4% average for the five years, 
and she is also the only 1,200-lb. cow 
of the breed having two 1,200-lb. 
daughters. She has another daughter 
above 1,000 lbs. butter, and a fourth 
daughter with 900 Ibs. as a 2-year-old, 
is now on the way to an 1,100-Ib. 
record which will make possible still 
other distinctive statements about 
this great producing dam. Her only 
son, King Piebe, has daughters with 
records up to over 1,200 Ibs. in 3- 


O* of the most important trans- 


year-old form. One of his daughters 
was All-American junior yearling in 
1923, and his Get of Sire group in 
1924 won first at several important 
shows. 

Triune Ormsby Piebe, the other 
great sire figuring in this transaction, 
has just as distinguished a record. 
He is now the only living sire whose 
offspring have won three All-Ameri- 
can designations. These are Triune 
Ormsby Piebe 27th, a double winner, 
who was All-American bull calf in 
1923 and All-American senior yearling 


bull in 1924, and Triune Papooge 
Piebe, All-American heifer calf of 
1926. She was concedec to be the 
best prospect in a calf that has beep 
out at the shows in many years. She 
was junior champion at the Nationa} 
Waterloo, the Sesquicentennial and 
a number of important state fairs, 
The Get of Sire group by Triune won 
first in 1926 at the Sesquicentennial] 
International Exposition at Philadel. 
phia and also at Ohio State Pair 
while no less than five different sons 
and daughters won blue ribbons at 
major shows during the season. Not 
so many of his daughters have been 
tested for production as yet, but the 
last report from the Advanced Reg. 
istry office showed one of his daugh- 
ters with a new World’s Record in 
the yearly division for heifers under 
23 months of age. This heifer, Tyrj- 
une Pietertje Ormsby, at the tender 
age of 1 year, 7 months, 22 days, 
made the phenomenal record of 947.81 
Ibs. butter, 21,152.7 lbs. milk. Tri- 
une is from an even higher record 
dam than King Piebe, his dam, Oak 
Dale Burke De Kol, having a record 
of 1,313.29 lbs. butter, 26,246.9 Ibs. 
milk, with an average test of exactly 
4 per cent fat. Thus his two near. 
est dams average 1,351.37 lbs. butter, 
28,238.5 lbs. milk, with an average 
test for the year of 3.68 per cent fat, 
At the time of his birth this was the 
highest average of any bull of the 
breed produced up to that date. 
Both of these sires, King Piebe and 
Triune Ormsby Piebe, have been $0 
long in the lime light that the gen- 
eral impression is that they are older 
than the facts show them to be. Tri- 
une was only seven years old last 
January, and King Piebe was seven 
the previous October.

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Classifying Proven Sires 


HE report of the committee on Selective and Super 
I Registration is so different in its fundamentals from 
the ideas breeders in general have had in mind on 
this subject that the purpose and scope of the plan recom- 
mended by the committee is pehaps not yet fully under- 
stood. It was evident from the earlier discussion that 
many breeders are opposed to the adoption of any system 
that would give the Association authority to send out in- 
spectors who would tell breeders which animals they 
could register and which they could not. We fear that it 
has been difficult for some of our breeders to get out of 
their minds the idea that something of this nature is in- 
cluded in the plan for classifying ‘proven sires recom- 
mended by this committee. 

Further, there seems to be considerable. difference of 
opinion among breeders so far as we can observe as to 
the effect of the proposed system in actual operation. 
There appears to be some feeling on the part of the 
smaller breeders that the benefits from this proposed 
system would go principally to the owners of the larger 
herds. We have heard other breeders express the opinion 
that while the proposéd system would doubtless work out 
for the benefit of all classes, the damage resulting from 
the general feeling of small breeders that it was to their 
disadvantage would more than counteract any possible 
good that would result from the operation of the system 
itself. This is a valid objection, if true. 

The view of the committee on the way this system 
will operate is that it will be concerned primarily with 
breed improvement and that it will prove of greater 
immediate benefit to the so-called small breeder than to 
any other class. At the present time there are many sires 
of real merit in the small herds of the country that are 
never known or recognized outside of their own locality 
and whose years of usefulness are cut short because their 
owners ‘have no more use for them and no way to let the 
public know their real merit. That this statement is true 
is very evident from the number of cows that have been 
picked up “back in the sticks” that, when given an oppor- 
tunity, have ranked with the best for record making and 
in the show ring. And all too often when these sensa- 
tional animals have won their place in the front rank, 
investigation that has shown that the sire had. already 
been slaughtered. 

It is the belief of the committee that the plan for clas- 
sifying proven sires which they are reporting to the 
Springfield Convention will provide a practical way in 
which these sires of real merit can be discovered before 
they are slaughtered and thus preserved for years of addi- 
tional usefulness. 

Let us imagine a concrete case. A breeder back on the 
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hillside has a herd of fifteen milking cows. He is primar- 
ily in the dairy business, but has a herd of registered 
Holsteins because he feels he can make greater progress 
and keep his boys more interested in the farm in that way 
He is fortunate enough to get a herd sire that produces 
an unusually promising lot of heifers. In the ordinary 
course of events, he would use this bull for two seasons 
in his herd and then when the first crop of heifers were 
ready to breed, he would buy another young bull and genq 
the old bull to the butcher. These two crops of calyes 
should, with luck, give him at least ten heifers. Under 
the proposed plan, there would be a definite incentive for 
this breeder instead of slaughtering the first bul] after 
two years of use, to either keep him in his own herd or 
keep a string on him in the herd of a neighbor until those 
ten heifers had come into production and shown what 
they could do. At present, he has no way of demonstrat- 
ing to the public the unusual merit of his sire except 
through. record making or by making an exhibit at the 
fairs. Perhaps he does not find himself in a position to 
do either. His aged bull, if offered for sale, will bring 
just about a beef price. 

Under the proposed system of classifying proven sires, 
as soon as ten daughters were old enough to freshen, 
which in most any herd could be accomplished by the 
time the bull was five or six years old, he could send for 
an inspector from the Association and if the bull himself 
rated as a good individual and 60% of those ten daugh- 
ters rated on their type alone as good individuals, the 
sire would be classified as Superior. With this designa- 
tion he would immediately become an object of potential 
interest to breeders in all sections of the country wha are 
constantly looking for sires of proven worth for use in 
their herds. They would have a definite standard to 
judge this bull by. They would know that in the opinion 
of a competent judge he was not only a good individual 
himself, but was siring a large percentage of daughters 
of the right type. Thus the small breeder would get an 
immediate benefit in the increased value of this bull if 
he wished to sell him and also an increased value in his 
offspring through the recognition thus given. If he was 
in a position to do testing, and the operation of this 
system of classifying would provide an incentive for that, 
a higher classification would be open to him, with perhaps 
proportionately greater rewards. The advantage to that 
breeder is obvious. The advantage to the breed would be 
even more important because it is a recognized fact that 
the hardest thing in the world to buy today is a sire of 
proven merit. This system would discover such sires in 
all parts of the country and operate to preserve and pro 
long their years of usefulness. 

Following the publication of the report of the commit- 
tee, we received a telephone call from one of the breed- 
ers of this locality expressing his deep concern over the 
results that would follow the adoption of such a system. 
He felt very strongly that the plan proposed would dis- 
rupt the industry and the organization and would work to 


the great disadvantage of all breeders who were not in a. 


position to do official testing. He argued that the class 
for Superior sires, in which records on the daughters are 
not required, would be considered only a sort of consola- 
tion class that no one would be especially interested in 
having and that in this way the breeders who were not 
testing would be practically put out of business. 

We do not share this view of the matter. As we have 
said previously, we do not look for this system of classify- 
ing sires to revolutionize the Holstein industry in any 
way. We do not anticipate that it will create an aristoc- 
racy in the breed which will depreciate the market and 
destroy the demand for offspring of bulls not classified. 
The same arguments were put forward when the Ad- 
vanced Registry system was first under discussion but the 
results feared in this connection did not materialize. 
Breeders still continue to use their judgment and in gen- 
eral the good looking prospect for a record will outsell the 
cow that actually has the record but does not look the 

art. 
7 While the requirements for classification of proven 
sires are simple and, as we have shown, not out of reach 
of even the small breeder, they are so framed as to Te- 
quire merit far above the average and the public is going 
to recognize that any sire winning designation 4s 
Superior, Excellent or Gold Medal is a bull that is really 
doing something for the improvement of the breed, and 
the sires that are able to make even the lowest of these 
three classifications, are not going to be numerous enough 
so that they will be lightly esteemed either by their own- 
ers or by the public at large. 
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As we have previously pointed out, the plan for scor- 

under this system very largely eliminates the objec- 
tion previously raised to a score card rating and we do 
not feel that there will be the slightest difficulty in get- 
ting substantial uniformity in. the work of the inspectors 
in different sections of the country. The expense of the 
system will not be burdensome either on the Association 
or upon the individual breeder, and we can see only good 
results coming from its adoption. We hope therefore that 
the report of the committee will receive favorable con- 
sideration at the hands of the Springfield Convention, al- 
though whatever action is taken, there is no doubt but 
that the greatest good to the industry will be from the dis- 
cussion that has resulted and will continue to result, from 
the attention it has focused on this whole system of se- 
jection by the breeders themselves in their own herds. 


A Correction Regarding the Hollyhock 


Dispersal 

E ARE in receipt of a personal letter from Gustave 
W Pabst, owner of Hollyhock Farms, in which he 

desires to make a correction of our statement of 
May 7th that Hollyhock Farms was to disperse in its en- 
irety. 
: We are very glad to note from Mr. Pabst’s letter that 
he is not going out of Holstein breeding entirely but will 
continue operations on a somewhat smaller scale. For 
the purpose of establishing the nucleus of another herd, 
Mr. Pabst will reserve a half dozen young heifer calves 
when his present herd is dispersed at a date to be an- 
nounced later. 

As Mr. Pabst has been a large factor in the upbuild- 
ing of the Holstein industry in Wisconsin and as his herd 
has sold animals to many other states, Holstein breeders 
throughout the country will be glad to note that he will 
continue his affiliation with the industry. 

In writing of his plans Mr. Pabst advises: 

“At present I own and am farming over three 
thousand acres of land in Waukesha County, includ- 
ing my Hollyhock Farms and the Hollyhock herd. 
The rest of the land lies about ten miles south, con- 
faining seven farms, the entire property in one piece. 
These farms carry about 150 grades. I propose to sell 
everything mentioned, with the exception of about 300 
acres lying on the east side of the road of where the 
main barns and my residence are located. 

“T have started building a new residence on this 
300-acre piece, the site being a beautiful one located 
between two lakes and where in due course of time 
I expect to put up adequate buildings for cattle, work 
horses, private barns to take care of my small horse 
breeding establishment, pens for a few sheep and 
swine. 

“I realize the misunderstanding that may be 
created if the statement you made is not qualified and 
I have given you the information so that you may 
make such further announcement as in your judgment 
should be made.”

ie THIS ISSUE appears the announcement of a record 





of 1,072.31 lbs. fat, or over 1,340 lbs. butter, for the 

eleven-year-old Washington cow, Linden Clara Pasma. 
This is one of the largest yearly records ever made by a 
cow of this age and in connection with the announcement 
by Supt. Gardner is the statement that this is her first 
Advanced Registry test. Linden Clara Pasma, however, 
for a number of years has been recognized as one of the 
greatest producing cows in the Northwest, and to the Cow 
Testing Association work must go the credit for discover- 
ing her. For several years she has been the leading Cow 
Testing Association producer of the Northwest, with a 
credit in one previous year above 1,000 Ibs. fat. It was 
this splendid unofficial work that encouraged the owner, 
Henry Bouchard of Bucuda, Washington, to give her a 
chance for an Advanced Registry record, with the very 
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gratifying results mentioned above. Without the Cow 
Testing Association it is entirely possible that the great- 
ness of this cow would never have been discovered and 
added to the assets of the breed. The greatest service, 
however, of the Cow Testing Association does not lie 
along this line but rather in the information it furnishes 
to owners as a basis for better feeding methods and for 
the intelligent culling of their herds:

IETERTJE MAID ORMSBY is recognized as the 
P toundation of the modern Ormsby family. A product 
of the breeding skill of Malcolm H. Gardner before he 
became superintendent of Advanced Registry, she was 
always recognized as an outstanding individual and a 
record breaker for production. Although her greatest 


. renown as a producer came in the short time divisions, 


one of her daughters is in the list of Dairy Queens, with 
over 1,000 lbs. butterfat in the year and her sons and 
grandsons rank as the leading sires of the breed for yearly 
record daughters. As these facts are brought out in 
detail in a special story on the Ormsby family appearing in 
this issue, we will not repeat them, except to ask what 
greater monument could be erected for an animal of our 
breed than to be the dam of such a sire as Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes and the granddam of two such history 
making bulls as Ormsby Korndyke Lad and Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th. Her descendants in addition to 
their. extraordinary work in production have made history 
in the show ring just as outstanding. Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby was developed and spent most of her lifetime in 
the Wood Lake herd of John B. Irwin, Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota. Her descendants are probably to be found in more 
of the recognized herds of the country today than can be 
claimed for any cow of her generation.

Prefix Names 

The advantage in the use of reserved prefixes is more 
and more becoming apparent to enterprising breeders. 
The advertising value to the producer of superior cattle 
is a substantial matter. Every animal so named carries 
with it the fame and prestige of the breeder. Can any 
thoughtful person overlook this fact? 

The method is to ask the Secretary to reserve for 
your exclusive use in naming your cattle such a word as 
you desire. The rules governing the use of a prefix are 
simple and may be applied without the slightest difficulty, 
The Secretary will see to it that no other person uses it, 
There is no charge or fee about it. See Article IV., See. 
tions 21-24 of the By-Laws for the rules. 

The Secretary appeals to you in this matter for the 
reason that na duplication is permitted in naming. There 
are upwards of one million and three quarters animals 
upon our records, no two animals of the same sex bearing 
the name. The problem is quite difficult for the breeder 
to solve. The use of the prefix does away with this 
trouble and naming the cattle in your herd: becomes a 
simple task. The total number of prefix names now 
reaches 6,890, 389 having been reserved during 1926. 


Reporting Dead Cattle 

It is a requirement of the By-Laws, Article IV., Sec- 
tion 32, to report to the Secretary the deaths of all reg- 
istered cattle and to return the certificates for cancella- 
tion. There is no penalty for failure to observe this rule, 
but non-observance of it furnishes a foundation for filing 
charges against the offender and forfeiture of his privi- 
leges of registration. The By-Law reads: 

“It shall be the duty of all owners of registered cattle 
upon the death of any such cattle to return the registra- 
tion certificates thereof to the Secretary for cancellation. 
In case the owner so desires, such certificates will be 
endorsed by the Secretary as to the fact of death and 
returned to the owner.” 

Nearly 19,000 deaths were reported to the Secretary 
during 1926.

EARLVILLE SALE TOTALS $28,000 


The Eighth Earlville Sale, held in the sale pavilion at Earlville, N. Y., May 
10 and 11, will go down in history as the most successful of the Earlville series 
under the management of R. Austin Backus. A total] of $27.965 for 152 head, 
including some bull calves from untested dams that brought the average down. 
is especially creditable when we consider that there were no highly inflated 
prices to help boost the average. Top price was $405. and the 88 animals over 
two years old brought an average of $229.43. Of this number, ten had 7-day 
records and brought an average of $238 each, while two with long-time records 
averaged $280. Thirty-one head without records themselves but from tested 
dams averaged $238.06 and fifty-three without records and from dams without 
records sold for an average of $204. The thirty-four heifers not yet in milk 
sold unusually well, ten from dams with short-time records averaging $137, 
two from long-time record dams averaging $157.50, and twenty-two from 
untested dams averaging just under $95. Fifteen different cows brought $300 
or over and the sale was characterised by many who attended as the best that 
hds been held in New York State in the past five years. Fresh cows and 
springers as usual brought the best prices, but bred yearlings of good type 
eommanded unusually good prices and open’ heifers and calves sold higher 
than has been the case in some time. Good type bulls from tested dams found 
a ready sale at attractive prices, but bulls from untested dams went begging, 
except in case of very high class individuals. Ten young bulls from dams with 
7-day records averaged $159, while those from untested dams averaged just 
over $100. 

One of the outstanding consignments was that of Yates Farms, Orchard 
Park, N. Y., twelve head from this herd averaging practically $250, including 
four animals that brought $300 or over and only three that fell below the $200 
mark. The two top animals of the sale came from the herd of LeRoy Munroe, 
Elbridge, N. Y. and were two very choice two-year-old daughters of Woodmont 
Echo Sylvia Champion, both about ready to freshen. Drumlin Sylvia Beets 
went.to Harry C. Schutt, Middleton, N. Y. at $405 and her sister, Drumlin 
Freda, went to John Delles, Jr., Lowville, N. Y. at $385. A consignment of 17 
daughters of Kookee Thunderer from Stone Ridge Farm Co. Inc, Brewster, N. 
Y., brought an average of $210, over half the number bringing from $200 to 
$300 each.

COLLEGIATE JUDGING CON- 
TESTS AT NATIONAL 


Teams of students from the lead- 
ing agricultural colleges of the coun- 
try will compete in judging contests 
at the National Dairy Expositiom and 
Tri-State Fair at Memphis, Tenne- 
see, October 15th to 22nd. The con- 
test in judging daity cattle which 
will be held on Saturday, October 
15th,’ will be the nineteenth annual 
contest. It is expected to draw en- 
tries from about thirty states, with 
a larger representation from _ col- 
leges in the South than ever before. 

The contest in judging dairy prod- 
ucts, which will be the eleventh an- 
nual contest will be held on Monday, 
October 17th. The rapid growth of 
the dairy industry in the South 
should cause more than usual. inter- 
est and a large entry in this event. 

Because of the training students re- 
ceive in these contests they are 
looked upon with great favor by dairy 
college instructors. The contests 
are held under the supervision of the 
American Dairy Science Association 
and are managed by the Bureau of 
Dairying of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. Mr. W. W. Swett will 
be superintendent of the dairy cattle 
judging contest and Mr. William 
White will be superintendent of the 
dairy products judging contest.

WHY HOSPITALS CHOOSE HOL- 
STEIN MILK 

E. M. CLARK, Milk Specialist, Exten- 

sion Service, The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. 


At present most of the state institu- 
tions and many private hospitals and 
sanatoriums are located on farms and 
maintain herds of dairy cattle. When 
these herds were first established 
many different breeds of cattle were 
purchased and in some _ instances 
cattle possessing no particular breed 
characteristics were tried. 

An institution uses large quantities 
of dairy products and in order to

Beef and Veal 
‘When a Holstein has finished her 
usefulness as a milk producer, or if 
you have a cow that does not milk 
up to the standard you set, her value 
on the block is more than _ the 

ordinary dairy breed.” 

“The calves are usually of good 
size and mature soon.” 

Large Consumers of Roughage 

“Holsteins take more roughage with 
their food than the average cow.” 

“Tt has appeared to us. that they 
will eat more roughage, such as 
coarse feed.”

UNIFIED ORGANIZATION WOULD 
REDUCE LOSSES 
Dairymen of the New York Milk 
Shed are losing $12,000,000 annually 
because of duplicate milk plants, 
imperfect zoning of supplies and un- 
necessary hauling. This vast sym 
could be saved to the producers if 
all were united in one organization. 
This startling assertion by Presi- 
dent G. W. Slocum of the New York 
Dairymen’s League testifying before 
the Milk Producers’ Programme Com- 
mitte@ on Unified Organization in 
Albany recently amazed the men 
who for months have been gathering 
evidence of loss in the industry pre- 
paratory to beginning actual work on 

a unification plan. 

Losses are sustained, Mr. Slocum 
said, by the fact that with producers 
delivering to different plants and 
selling through different organiza- 
tions or independently, there is a 
duplication of effort and capital. 
This results in unnecessary haulage 
which could be grouped into full 
loads if all were united. He showed 
that abolishment of duplicate plants 
would reduce the capital investment 
in such facilities and would cut over- 
head by bringing about a profitable 
operation. 





IOWA OFFERS OVER $4,000 THIS 
YEAR 

Holstein premiums totalling more 
than $4,000 will be offered breeders 
at this year’s Iowa State Fair and 
National Live Stock Show at Des 
Moines, August 24 to September 2, 
according to complete premium offer- 
ings given out this week by Secre- 
tary A. R. Corey. 

This is one of the largest sums 
that the Des Moines Exposition has 
ever offered in Holstein classes and 
is a good indication of the continued 
growth in interest among farmers of 
the mid-west in the development of 
this breed. 

Fair officials in Iowa are already 
predicting that the Holstein show at 
Des Moines this summer will be the 
largest. ever witnessed. 

The prizes include: 3,200 offered 
by the Iowa State Fair in the Open 
Division; $750 offered by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association in the Open Di- 
vision, and $600 offered by the Iowa 
State Fair in the Iowa Division. 


Entries in all live stock classes 
will close Monday, August 1. 
The Iowa State Fair, as most 


breeders know, now possesses some 


‘of the finest equipment in the coun- 


try for the benefit of the exhibitors. 
All the show barns are fireproof in 
every respect and well-lighted and 
well-ventilated. Sleeping quarters 
are provided in the show barn for 
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the convenience of the herdsmen, also 
shower bath room with hot and cold 
water. The Iowa State Fair is a 
member of the Mid-West Fair Cir- 
cuit which, as in former years, is 
providing breeders with an especi- 
ally fine service in arranging ship- 
ments and handling stock en-route 
from one fair to another. 

There are few expositions in the 
country which mean more to the ex- 
hibitor from the standpoint of, adver- 
tising and prestige than the show at 
Des Moines.

WISCONSIN COW TESTING FOR 
APRIL 

Holsteins made their customarily 
fine showing in the April report of 
Wisconsin Cow Testing Associations. 
There are 158 Cow Testing Associa- 
tions in operation in the state, of 
which 136 reported for April, with a 
total of 57,931 cows. Among all these 
herds, the ten highest from a stand- 
point of butterfat. averages are all 
registered or grade Holstein herds or 
combinations of the two, excepting a 
Brown Swiss herd in eighth place 
and a Guernsey herd in ninth. The 
leading herd of the state for the 
month was that of the Southern Wis- 
consin Colony and Training School of 
the Racine Central C. T. A. This 
herd of 34 registered and grade Hol- 
steins made the splendid average of 
1,750 lbs. milk, 58.8 Ibs. 
This herd was not only the highest 
in the state for the month for both 
milk and fat but was also the largest 
herd included in the first ten. In the 
second place for both milk and fat 
was the pure bred Holstein herd of 
Phil Augustine in the Marinette 
County Association with an average 
of 1,652 lbs. milk, 51.7 lbs. fat for a 
herd of thirteen head. Of the 136 
associations reporting, we note that 
the leading herd for the month in 99 
of them'is listed as either registered, 
grade or a combination of the two, 
and the 100th herd was part Hol- 
steins and part Guernseys. The 
greatness of Wisconsin as a dairy 


-state is indicated by the fact that in 


these associations there were 10,210 
cows reported showing productions 
of 40 lbs. fat or better. The Holmen 
C. T. A. having the highest number, 
with 163. The Madsen Valders Asso- 
ciation had the high association aver- 
age, with 37.8 lbs. butterfat, all cows 
included in the average. It is sur- 
prising to note that among all these 
progressive dairymen only 58 testors, 
or considerably less than half, re- 
ported all members having pure bred 
sires. 





CANADA TO CHARGE FEE FOR 
TESTING 

Announcement is made of a change 
in the regulations covering’ the 
making of Records of Performance 
tests in Canada, effective May 1. In 
the past, for all long-time records the 
Canadian Government furnished them 
inspectors, kept the records and 
issued certificates without charge to 
the breeders. Under the new regula- 
tions there will be a herd fee of $3.00 
and an additional fee of $1.00 for each 
certificate issued. Testing will not

than breeders in the United States 
have to meet.
